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‘Goloid’ —  Hubbel  Aimed 
To  Put  Gold,  Silver 
Into  Coins

In  1877  Dr.  Wheeler  W.  Hub- 
bell,  a  Pennsylvania  resident, 
patented  a  new  composition  of 
metal,  an  alloy  of  copper,  gold 
and  silver  in  a  ratio  of  16  parts 
silver  to  one  part  gold.  He  called 
his  composition  “goloid”  and  the 
idea  was  to  convey  a  dollar’s 
worth  of  gold  and  a  dollar’s 
worth  of  silver  in  each  two  coins. 

Ilubbell  was  evidently  an  influ-

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Coins  Are  Petrone’s  Chief  Hobby

Most  of  the  coin  collectors  in 
the  nation  would  envy  New 
Brunswick,  N.  J  Police  Chief, 
Ralph  C.  Petrone. 

It’s  not  because  he  has  such  a 
large  or  costly  collection,  al¬ 
though  it  is  worth  about  $40,000, 
by  Petrone’s  estimate. 

It’s  because  he  can  safely  place 
it  on  permanent  display  without 
any  fear  of  burglary. 

A  visitor  to  Petrone's  office  in 
New  Brunswick’s  police  head¬ 
quarters  finds  coins,  commemor¬ 
ative  medals  and  ingots  wherever 
he  looks — on  the  walls,  on  tables, 
and  spread  across  the  chief’s 
spacious  desk. 

About  90  per  cent  of  his  col¬ 
lection  of  some  1,500  rare  coins, 
medals  and  gold  and  silver  ingots 
are  on  display.  The  balance  is  in 
a  safe  deposit  box  where  most 
collectors  have  to  keep  their 
entire  collections. 

Petrone  paid  out  of  his  own 
pocket  for  a  burglary  alarm  sys¬ 
tem  attached  to  the  doors  and 
windows  of  his  office.  Any  at¬ 
tempted  burglary  would  sound 
an  alarm  in  the  radio  dispatch¬ 
ing  room  and  bring  officers  to 


his  office  in  less  than  five  seconds. 

The  pride  of  his  collection  is 
a  set  of  Morgan  silver  dollars 
that  is  complete  save  for  an  1893 
San  Francisco  minted  coin  that  is 
worth  about  $27,000  in  uncircu¬ 
lated  condition.  The  99  Morgans 
he  does  have  in  the  set  are  worth 
about  $10,000. 


Altogether,  the  chief  says  he 
has  close  to  a  thousand  Morgan 
and  Peace  silver  dollars. 

About  25  years  ago,  he  began 
to  collect  silver  dollars.  “When 
I  got  paid,  I  would  go  to  the  bank 
and  buy  silver  dollars,  and  I’d 
give  them  away  to  kids  for 
Christmas  and  birthdays.” 

Four  years  ago,  his  son  Ralph 
A.  Petrone  of  Santa  Clara,  Calif., 
gave  him  a  book  on  coins,  and 
the  chief  discovered  that  some  of 
the  silver  dollars  he  owned  were 
worth  up  to  $500. 

“I  discovered  I  probably  had 
been  giving  away  a  lot  of  valu¬ 
able  coins,  so  I  quit,”  he  said. 

At  the  same  time,  he  became 
actively  interested  in  rare  coins, 
and  began  attending  coin  shows 
in  the  state  and  trading  with 
other  collectors. 

In  these  past  four  years,  he 
estimates  the  value  of  his  col¬ 
lection  has  doubled.  “It's  keep¬ 
ing  me  broke,”  Petrone  says  with 
a  pleased  smile. 

“Although  I  trade  for  dupli¬ 
cates,  I  have  never  sold  a  coin. 
This  collection  is  for  me.  my  son 
and  my  grandson  Nino.  What 
will  it  be  worth  when  Nino  is 
30?”  His  grandson  is  now  8.

Friends  and  acquaintances 
have  visited  Petrone  in  his  office 
to  view  the  collection,  and  often 
bring  their  children. 

“The  collection  is  like  a  big 
beautiful  painting;  I  don’t  want 
to  hide  it,”  he  says. 

“And  if  it  can  interest  a  child 
in  coin  collecting,  that’s  all  to 
the  good,”  Petrone  adds.  “When 
a  child  starts  collecting,  he  be¬ 
gins  to  realize  the  history  of  the 
world.  There’s  a  story  behind 
each  coin.  And  it  keeps  him  out 
of  trouble,  like  sports.” 

Another  prize  of  his  collection 
is  a  set  of  38  29th  Century  coins, 
located  in  the  middle  of  a  large 
shield  containing  various  sets  on 
one  wall.  Ranging  from  the  penny 
to  silver  dollars  and  gold  coins, 
the  set  of  38  is  valued  at  about 
$4,000. 

On  a  table  can  be  found  proof 
sets  from  about  100  countries. 

Among  specialty  sets  are  the 
American  Federation  set  of  44 
coins  showing  scenes  from  Amer¬ 
ican  history  that  were  made  by 
the  English  Royal  Mint;  the 
Franklin  Mint’s  Catholic  Com¬ 
memorative  Medal  set  of  44  re¬ 
ligious  scenes;  the  Centennial 
Car  Ingot  Collection  from  the 
Franklin  Mint,  with  reproduc¬ 
tions  of  antique  cars,  and  a  set 
highlighting  the  50  states. 

Another  set  of  200  bronze 
medals  representing  United 
States  history  for  200  years  is 
valued  at  about  $750. 

Petrone  has  a  $20  bill  printed 
for  the  National  Bank  of  New 
Jersey  for  which  he  was  once 
offered  $150,  but  would  not  sell. 
Nearby  is  a  $1  bill  printed  for 
the  long-gone  State  Bank  of  New 
Brunswick  in  1857.

5.  Try  to  obtain  information 
about  the  speaker  so  that 
he  may  be  properly  intro¬ 
duced  to  the  membership. 

6.  If  the  speaker  is  a  stranger 
to  the  club,  be  sure  to  have 
someone  designated  to 
greet  him  on  arrival  and 
make  him  feel  welcome. 

7.  After  the  speaker  has  con¬ 
tributed  to  your  meeting,  a 
follow-up  thank  you  letter 
and  a  certificate  commem¬ 
orating  the  event  are  nice 
gestures. 

If  your  Program  Chairman  has 
utilized  the  talents  of  most  of 
the  locally  available  speakers, 
feel  free  to  contact  GSNA's 
Speakers  Bureau  should  you  wish 
to  listen  to  one  of  the  excellent 
speakers  on  our  Speakers  List.

ential  man,  for  in  the  same  year 
he  had  a  bill  introduced  in  Con¬ 
gress  providing  for  the  adoption 
of  the  goloid  metal  as  a  basis 
for  legal  tender. 

The  mint  was  authorized  to 
prepare  patterns  for  a  goloid 
dollar,  half  and  quarter  dollar, 
such  patterns  to  be  available  by 
Jan.  10,  1878.  Henry  Linderman, 
director  of  the  Mint,  had  chief 
mint  engraver  William  Barber 
prepare  two  patterns  now  known 
as  Judd  1557  and  1560.  These 
patterns  were  struck  on  goloid 
plane hets  weighing  258  grains. 

When  Linderman  appeared 
before  the  Congressional  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Coinage  he  brought 
the  requested  goloid  patterns 
and  patterns  struck  in  silver  on 
the  same  dies.  He  demonstrated 
that  no  one  could  be  sure  which 
was  the  coin  containing  one  part 
gold,  since  16  parts  of  silver 
eliminated  any  trace  of  gold 
color  and  both  silver  and  goloid 
coins  looked  alike. 

It  would,  therefore,  be  pos¬ 
sible  to  counterfeit  goloid  dollars 
by  leaving  out  the  gold  and  the 
coin  would  have  an  intrinsic 
value  of  60  cents. 

That  was  the  end  of  the  goloid 
dollars.  The  half  and  quarter 
patterns  were  never  made,  or  at 
least  they  have  never  been  seen. 

There  was  talk  of  a  metroic 
goloid  dollar  for  world  trade  but 
that’s  another  story.  The  coin 
that  has  become  perhaps  the 
best  known  coin  in  the  world  was 
adopted  in  1878,  the  silver  dol¬ 
lar  designed  by  George  Morgan.

The  “Thorn”  Association 
Inc.  Made  Up  of  Crew 
Of  WWII  Destroyer 

by  HAROLD  FLARTEY 

The  Thorn  Association,  Inc.  is 
a  unique  organization  and  its 
members  have  one  thing  in  com¬ 
mon;  they  all  served  aboard  the 
Destroyer  Thorn  during  World 
War  II. 

The  Thorn  was  built  in  a  rec¬ 
ord  135  days  and  was  one  fourth 
of  a  quadruple  destroyer  launch¬ 
ing  Feb.  28,  1943.  As  1)1)647, 
the  ship,  named  for  Lt.  Jonathan 
Thorn,  USN,  a  key  member  of 
the  raiding  party  that  scuttled 
and  burned  the  captured  Ameri¬ 
can  frigate  Philadelphia  in  Trip¬ 
oli  harbor  during  the  wars  of  the 
Barbary  States. 

The  Thorn  served  in  every 
theatre  of  operation  during 
WWII  and  was  home  for  three 
years  to  a  crew  of  sailors  who 
never  forgot.  Today  they  are 
members  of  the  Thorn  Associa¬ 
tion  to  perpetuate  the  bond 
formed  during  tin*  trying  days 
of  the  war. 


The  Association  boasts  300 
members  and  many  of  them  at¬ 
tended  the  30th  Anniversary 
Reunion  in  1973  featuring  the 
on  board  reenactment  of  the 
Commissioning. 

In  1971  the  glorious  old  ship 
was  stricken  from  the  role  of  the 
U.S.  Navy  and  in  1974  she  was 
called  to  duty  for  the  last  time, 
as  a  target  ship  for  gunnery 
practice. 

Former  members  of  the  crew 
held  a  farewell  ceremony  at  the 
Philadelphia  Navy  Yard  Aug.  8, 
1974  and  the  proud  ship  was 
towed  to  sea.  She  slipped  into 
Davy  Jones’  Locker  at  21:48 
hours  Aug.  22  ending  her  long 
and  honorable  career. 

But  wait,  that’s  not  the  end  of 
the  story.  The  Thorn  Association 
prevailed  upon  the  Navy  to  name 
a  new  ship  to  continue  the  Thorn 
legacy.  It  was  not  easy,  but  a 
second  Thorn  is  on  the  way  and 
will  be  launched  next  April  at 
Mississippi  and  jubilant  Thorn 
Association  members  will  be  on 
hand  for  the  ceremony. 
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To  raise  funds  for  the  big 
occasion  the  Association  has 
produced  a  miniature  medal 
stamped  on  a  cent  showing  the 
Thorn  (DD647)  with  the  date 
she  was  launched  and  the  day 
she  was  declared  stricken  from 
the  roles. 

For  a  donation  of  50C  and  a 
self-addressed  stamped  envelope 
collectors  may  have  one  of  the 
medals  by  addressing  their  re¬ 
quest  to  Kaj  Swenson,  2190  A 11- 
wood  Drive,  Bethlehem,  Pa.
